Geneva, September 13.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—China came out 
strongly in support of the league of 
nations today. Tchengloh, Chinese 
minister to France, in an address be- 
fore the assembly, declared the league 
had given ample proof of its ability 
to secure the peace of the world and 
to help the triumph of justice. 

This had been accomplished, he 
deciared, because the basis of the lea- 
gue wag recognition of the equality 
of the peoples without distinction of 
race, color or religion. China was 
convinced that the time would soon 
come when all the nations of the earth 
would be represented in the league. 

Tehengloh moved the adoption of 
the report of the council on the work 
of past year, because, he said, it de- 
monstrated that the sentiments of fra- 
ternity and co-operation were surging 
to the front throughout the world.

Washington, September 13.—The 
navy can not legally be used in en- 
forcing prohibition, Attorney-General 
Daugherty ruled today. In addition, 
he decided there is no nationa] emer- 
gency in the situation calling for the 
employment of warships to make the 
dry laws effective. 

Delivering to President Coolidge 
the formal opinion, asked last spring 
by the late President Harding, the 
attorney-general held that the naval 
establishment could be used as an en- 
forcement agency only by special au- 
thorization from congress, or in an 
emergency which made civil processes 
impotent. 

Two questions were submitted 
originally by President Harding— 
whether the executive had power to 
use the naval forces in enforcing pro- 
hibition in the absence of an emer- 
gency and, if this was unlawful, 
whether an emergency existed au- 
thorizing their use. Both questions 
were answered in the negative by Mr. 
Daugherty, who cited several laws and 
supreme court decisions as  prece- 
dents. 

“T am of the opinion,” he _ said, 
“that you have no authority to use 
the naval forces in the enforcement 
of the national prohibition act when 
no emergency exists.” 

Declaring there was no emergéncy 
justifying a call upon the navy the 
opinion said: 

“There can be no emergency au- 
thorizing the president to call out the 
raval forces to enforce the civil and 
criminal laws until the courts and the 
civi: departments of the government 
are no longer able to enforce them.”

How an Alabama Farmer 
Solved the Labor Problem 


(By P. O. Davis in Chicago Farm Im- 
plement News.) 

Among many people in the south 
there is much concern regarding the 
farm labor situation, which is really 
The United 
States department of agriculture re- 
ports a net movement of 324,000 ne- 
groes from farms to towns and cities 
in 1922, and the best available infor- 
mation indicates that the average an- 
nual movement away from the south- 
ern farms since 1916 has been about 
200,000. The annual number never 
ran very far into the thousands prior 
to 1916, averaging 10,000 to 12,000 
each year from the close of the civil 
war until 1916, 

Jt is therefore apparent that there 
is ample reason for serious concern 
regarding labor on the part of thon- 
sands of southern farmers, Vacant 
tenant houses are numerous in the ne- 
gro sections, and abandoned farins are 
frequently found. 

On the other hand, there are many 
farmers who are not worrying about a 
labor shortage. Among them is Isham 
J. Dorsey, of Opekila, Ala. 

Took Over Run-Down Faftm, 

In 1921 when negroes were leaving 
farms and other agsawpiural condi- 
tions were not promising, Mr. Dorsev 
took charge of a worn-out, run-down 
farm which had been rented for many 
years and cultivated in cotton by ne- 
gro tenants. It was gullied through- 
out and was, in every way, a poor 
looking proposition. Previous

He 
is one of the best allies mankind has 
in the war on the culicilae.

16-mesh. ‘[his means 16-mesh to the 
inch. Many screens are sold of 12 or 
14-mesh, but these are said to be 
quite useless when it eomes to keep- 
ing out mosquitoes. 

To refer again to the figures of 
the state bureau of vital statistics: 

One thousand and sixteen hundred 
people died of malaria in Georgia 
the three years, 1920, 1921 and 
1922. 

Five hundred and eighty-four of 
malaria in fseorzia in 1922. 

Of the total, 43 per cent were whites 
anc Of per cent negroes, 47 per cent 
were males and 53 per cent females. 

September is the worst month fe 
malaria casualties. 128 died in 
September, 1922, Therefore, it is in 
September that the war against the 
mosquito should be concentrated. If 
through no other source, the insect 
herself advises you of her coming, by 
her irritating singing. 

Malaria is particularly, heavy in 
mortality among young people. In 1922 
42.7 per cent of all malaria deaths 
were among people less than 20 years 
of age. 

Malaria Death Rate. 

The malaria death rate is far 
greater in South Georgia than in 
North Georgia. Below the Piedmont 
Plateau line. in 1922, the ratio of 


‘deaths in 1922 was 36.9, while abore 


that line, the ratio was only 3.4: 


It iz estimated by the United States | 


Public Health service that malaria 
costs Georgia $1,635.200, or 56 cents 
per capita, or approximately $2.50 per 
family. This means $1.05 per capita 
in South Georgia. and 11 cents per 
capita in North Georgia. 

This difference between the two 
sections of the state is caused. saves 
science, by the swampy land which 
is found in the south, ideal for the 
breeding of the mosquito. The in- 
crease in population in the southern 
counties has dropped heavily, during 
the past twenty years, compared with 
tue north, and this is almost entirely 
blamed wpon the drain upon the peo- 
ple of malaria. 

The only cure lies {in drainage 
work by municipalities, by counties 
end hy the state. And by careful ob- 
sertance of the laws for extermina- 
tien of the mosquito—by keeping away 
stagnant water, by oiling all water 
surfsees possible and by installing 
proper screens in doors and windows. 

It'll par, individually and as a 
state in reducing mortality. in lessen- 
ing poin and sufferiag. and in conserv- 
ing the human strength of the state.
